Rem arks were m ade by Grand Master Conk­ 
lin, Deputy Grand Master Johnston and Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an. M. D. Boruck delivered the 
oration. 
The new asylum is all on the B artlett ranch, 
owned by B artlett Bros. It consists of fine gar­ 
den and orchard land, wooded low lauds, p er­ 
fect drainage and an abundant supply of water 
from never failing springs. The appropriation 
of 8350.070 w ill build only the right wing of the 
building, the work on w hich w ill be com ­ 
m enced im m ediately. The contractors have 
finished burning 1,000,000 bricks.

In terestin g R ep ort o f th e W ork N ew in 
P ro g ress. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 9th —The annual re" 
port of the M aritim e Canal Company of N icar 
agua, covering the year ending December 1, 
1890, shows thai during th at tim e the work has 
been prosecuted w ith energv, and great progress 
has been made. 
Final plans aud detailed su r­ 
veys have been com pleted and verified, Parts 
of the San Juanillo, Deseado, San Francisco 
and other navigable stream s have been cleared 
of snags and other obstruction, and several 
m iles of the route of the canal have been 
grubbed and m ade ready for dredging. 
About 100,000 cubic yards of the canal is a l­ 
ready excavated, and several m iles of aque­ 
ducts to supply fresh m ouutaiu water to the 
com pany’s headquarters have been com pleted 
Ten miles of railroad, now under construction 
from the A tlantic po rt to the divide, is prac­ 
tically comjileted. 
Very satisfactory progress has been m ade on 
the breakw ater to protect the A tlantic harbor 
from shifting sands:

EASTERN FRUIT SACRAMENTO'S 
BUSINESS. 


Encouraging U cm ark* by 
S ' P latt, of tho Board 
. Secretary Johnson's 


President P. 
of T rade— 
R eport. 


At the annual meeting of the Sacra­ 
mento Board of Trade yesterday, Presi­ 
dent P. E Platt made the following ad­ 
dress to the members: 
Omccrs and Members of the Board of 
Trade, Sacramento—G entlem en: My pre­ 
decessor, Mr. Joseph Steffens, by his able 
annual reports during the past seven or 
eight years, has established a precedent 
which I fear it will be difficult for me to 
properly follow. With your kind per­ 
mission, however. I will submit for your 
consideration such thoughts, in connection 
with the operations of the Board during 
the pest twelve months, as I may be able 
to command. 
We now have fifty-sis members. This 
membership includes nearly all the lead­ 
ing business houses in the city. 
I5C 0B P0B A TI0JÍ. 
At the annual meeting a year ego the 
matter of incorporating the Board was dis 
cussed, and a committee apnointed to in­ 
vestigate and report, regarding the advis­ 
ability of the scheme, and on December 
24th they submitted a long and interesting 
report, recommeuding that the Board in­ 
corporate with a capital stock of $200,000, 
divided into 2,000 shares, with the par 
value of $100 per share, payable at the rate 
of $1 per month per share, and that the 
money raised by sale of stock should be 
expended on buildings and improvements. 
This matter was fully discussed andseemed 
to generally mee: wiih favor, and fina’iy 
January 15, 1890, the Board of Trade was 
duly incorporated under the laws of Cali­ 
fornia. The otjccl of the incorporation 
being to deal in real estate, to borrow and 
loan money, and to improve and protect 
trade in Sacramento and Central Califor­ 
nia, and to promote the mercantile inter­ 
ests of the members of the incorporation. 
Further reference to the incorporation will 
be made later on. 
SECRETARY ELECTED. 
In Septemb r the Secretary and Attorney 
of the Board, Mr. G. G. Pickett, resigned 
his position, on account of removal from 
the city. Mr. Pickett had served the Board 
faithfully and well for two years, and 
severed his connection much to oar regret. 
Mr. A. M. Johnson was selected in his 
place and is now Secretary. The quarters 
of the Board having been changed, the 
meetings are now he.d in the commodious 
rooms of the Secretary, on J and Fifth 
streets. 
CITBCS FRUIT. 
On December 31st a committee of the 
followiDg-nanied gentlemen were appointed 
to represent this Board at the Oroville 
Citrus Fair: E. J. Gregory. V. S. Mc- 
Clatchy, P. C. Drescher. K. H. Hiekmoit, 
Joseph Steffens, A. S. Hopkins, C. H. Hub­ 
bard, T. B. Hail, R. Williamson, L. L. 
Lewis, G. M. Mott, H. Weiastock, P. E. 
Platt. Quite a large number of this com­ 
mittee visited the fair, and were highly 
pleased with the exhibit made. In this 
connection it is not improper to cal! atten­ 
tion to the great development t hat is now 
beiüg made in citrus culture in the section 
of country tributary to Sacramento. At 
Oroville and vicinity this year the crop of 
oranges is variously estimated at from five 
to ten carloads. Most of them have been 
bought up by a Sacramento house, and are 
now beipg packed for Eastern shipment, 
they being in good condition and ripe 
enough for shipment. Quality is fully 
equal to the best grown in the State, not 
even excepting the celebrated Riverside 
oranges. The crop in Yuba county, and 
also in Placer county, is large and fine this 
year, and is now ready for market. It is a 
noteworthy fact that the oranges on the 
trees in Sacramento city were ripe enough 
for the table on Thanksgiving Day, fully a 
month in advance of most if not ail of the 
crop in Southern California. During ihe 
last three years it is estimated that over 
250.000 orange trees have been planted in 
the citrust district north of Sacramento 
city. Counting 90 trees to the acre, which 
is a fair average, and we find that 2.800 
acres have beeu planted in orange groves. 
The trees are all doing remarkably well, 
and without doulr. the acreage will be very 
largely increased this winter. State aid is 
now being given to an annual citrus ex­ 
hibit, with ihe understanding that a dis 
play shall be made in the southern part of 
the State, and also in the northern and 
central Section. Consequently fairs will be 
held in January and March of the comiDg 
year—one at Marysville and one in Los 
Angeles. I recommend that delegates be 
appointed by this Board to attend each of 
these citrus fairs for the purpi.se of gaining 
information, and lending our indorsement 
and encouragement to this most worthy 
method of advertising the resources of our 
State, and especially of our own section of 
the State. 
w o rld's FAtR. 
Being asked to express a preference as to 
the location of the World’s Fair, this 
Board by a unanimous resolution favored 
hoidiug the same in Chicago. As is a well 
known fact, Chicago was selected as a sue 
of the Columbian Exposition, and although 
probably not sis a direct result of our reso­ 
lution, yet it is gratifying to California to 
have the location so near, and it is greatly 
to be hoped that Sacramento city aud 
county wiil be thoroughly well represented 
at that fair, No greater opportunity will 
ever present itself to advertise the wonder­ 
ful resources of this favored district. 
NEW POStOFFICE BUILDING. 
In December, IS89, the Board by 


J vestigation. The delegsiion, however, was 
¡ successful in forcing the matter fairly upon 
i the alteniion of Coogress. aud with the re- 
\ suit that a Commission was appointed to 
: carefully survey and investigate the con- 
¡ ditious of the rivers. Tnis Commission, I 
i unders’and. has made on investigation, 
I and will report its findings to Congress at 
its present session. It is earnestly to be 
! hoped that some relief will immediately 
follow, and I recommend that the Board 
of Trade does not lose sight of this very 
important matter. Doubtless a reasonable 
expenditure would dredge the river so that 
deep sea-goiDg vessels couid again discharge 
their freight at our doors. 
POSTAL COMMITTEE. 
The Board of Trade has at all times en­ 
deavored to assist in any legitimate man­ 
ner the cily and other officials in the dis­ 
charge of their duty, especially where it was 
possible to improve the public service. 
With this object in view a Postal Commit­ 
tee was appointed in September last to be 
known cs ihe Eoard of Trade Postal Com­ 
mittee. The commit'ee has had frequent 
interviews with the Postmcster of Sacra­ 
mento, has thoroughly iavesligated the 
system as applied to this city and has sent 
forward to the Postmaster-General a full 
aud complete statement of the condition of 
the Sacramento Poatotfice, its clerical force 
and its needs of additional help. It is 
gratifying to observe that these efforts have 
met with considerable success and that 
additional appropriations have been made 
by the Department for the Sacramento of­ 
fice. At the present lime it is gratifying to 
our business communiiy to know (bat the 
facilities of the office are .greatly improved 
and that there is prospect for still lurther 
improvements in the near future. 
ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 
During the past six mouths the Board of 
Trade has given considerable attention to 
the matter of the proposed electric street 
railway in Sacramento City. The matter 
came up in the shape of an application to 
the City Trustees from certain partic-s for 
an amended franchise allowing them to ex­ 
tend wires on J street and certain other 
streets, for the purpose of running cars by 
the overhead electric system. The Board, 
at considerable trouble, investigated thor­ 
oughly, by a special committee appointed 
for the purpose, the workicga of the pro­ 
posed system in other cities, with the re­ 
sult that the Board was unanimously of 
the opinion that the system should be 
introduced into Sacramento.'and with that end 
in view went before the Trustees on numerous 
ceeasiois and advocated the proposition, and, 
as a result, the amended iranchise 'vas granted. 
Much wort has nlreaJy beeu done by the com- 
fiany: the underground wires have airea vbeeu 
aid, and the President of the compauy ¿sures 
us that by February the work will be com­ 
pleted, and one of the best systems in the United 
States be in operation. This wiil give Sacra­ 
mento, in connection with the other street rail­ 
way sytems now in operation, as good facilities, 
in the matter of street railways, as any city on 
the coast. 
REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
In April the Board, at the request of citizens, 
took up the matter of securing me State Repub­ 
lican Convention for Sacrameu.o, and was 
largely instrumenta! in securing that Conven­ 
tion, which was held here in August. In a 
communication to the Chairman of the State 
Republican Committee, the Board pointed out 
the following facts which are worthy of record: 
In the first place, the city of Sacramento is cen­ 
trally located, being situated almost exactly in 
the geographical center of the S.ate. Secondly, 
it is the must important railway center in Cali­ 
fornia. All important lines in every direction 
radiating from it. It is more easily reached 
from every j>oint in California than any 
other city. In the third place. Sacramento pos­ 
sesses better hall accommodations than any 
other city on the ceast, outside of San Fran­ 
cisco, among them being the Assembly-rooms 
in the State Capitol, the State Agricultural Pa­ 
vilion aud three or four other large and com­ 
modious halls, and two theaters, in the iourth 
place the hotel accommodations are the best ot 
any town outside of San Francisco, aud are 
ample to accommodate thousands of visitors. 
FREIGHT RATES ON FRUIT. 
In March the Western Traffic Association met 
in convention at San Diego. Delega es from 
every railway west of the Missouri river were 
in attendance. Representing the Sacramento 
Board oi Trade aud the Cailioruia Fruit U nion 
I appeared before the Convention and assisted 
as well as I could to j resent the necessities ior 
lower freight rates on Iruit from Sacramento to 
Eastern cities, the result beiug a vene ral reduc­ 
tion was made averaging about Í50 per carload. 
Other concessions touching the matter of rapid 
transit were made and great benefit to the State 
has no doubt resulted. 
SPRING RACES. 
To encourage the raising of blooded stock in 
this section of the countiv, which seems to be 
particularly well adapted to the purpose, the 
Board of Tiade a year ago pledged the sum of 
$2,500 to be used iu premiums aud defraying 
the expenses oi the spring meetings at the 
State Agricultural Society's race track. This 
amount of money was collected last spring aud 
turned over for the purpose, the contributions 
being made by merchants mostly members of 
the Board of Trade. 
SUTTER CLUB. 
During the year this institution has taken 
possession of its beautifni and commodious 
quarters in the new California State Bank 
building on Fourth and J streets. The club has 
a membership of about 200 members, residents 
of Sacramento, including nearly all the leading 
business aud piolessionai men ol the town, be­ 
sides a membership of about thirty non resi­ 
dents. It may truly be said to supply a loug- 
feit want. The objects of the club are too well 
known to need extendedjremark here; suffice it 
to say that the business community has great 
cause to congratulate itself on the successful 
organization aud working of this association. 
An opportunity is now afforded ior all business 
and professional men to get together as otleu as 
convenient, exchange ideas and compare notes. 
It is aiso found to be a very pleasant and most 
desirable means of entertaining business friends 
from a distance who visit Sacramento. Every 
day at noon may be met in these parlors men 
interested in the various avocations of life, 
business and professions, wnose acquaintance 
is worth making and whose ideas are valuable, 
in a certain measure it may be said that the 
club makes a Board of Trade building unneces­ 
sary, as to a large extent the objects of such a 
building are met. This may account largely 
for the present lack of effort to put up a Board 
of Trade building such as was contemplated 
early in the year. 
BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS. 
During the year a very considerable antoun1 
of improvement in the way of new buildings 
has teen observed iu Sacramento city, mainly, 
however, in the way of new residence blocks, 
which have been put up in large numbers all 
over the city. Sacramento is undoubtedly

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_ a un­ 
animous resolution determined to ask for 
an increased appropriation from Congress 
for the new public building, which had for 
many years been held in abeyance. At the 
request of the Board I transmitted these 
resolutions, together with as strong a per­ 
sonal appeal as could be made to each Cali­ 
fornia Representative in Congress, and by 
this means we secured the cordial assistance 
of all of our Representative. and by their 
help and the very able work of the Con­ 
gressman from this district, the Hon. Joseph 
McKenna, we were able lo secure an appro­ 
priation ot $300 000, which amount is now 
available, and actual work has been com­ 
menced on the building. Contracts for the 
foundations having beeu let, the work is 
now beiDg pushed forward very rapidly. 
For five or six years the Board’ of Trade 
has been using all possible efforts to get 
this building under way,and cerlainly now 
has cause to congratulate itself on final 
success. 
PROPOSED NEW CITY CHARTER. 
Early in the year it was considered that 
a new charter was necessary for the welfare 
of Sacramento city, and the Board of Trade, 
h a v iD g no politics', considered it proper to 
suggest names of citizens from which a 
freeholder's ticket should be adopted, and 
in accordance with this idea, selected names 
from its membership and others, and it was 
gratilying to see that mo3t of the Dames 
were selected by the parties making the 
nominations. For well known reasons it 
was finally consiaed inexpedient to move 
in th e matter of a new charter at present 
and the subject was dropped. 
SACRAMENTO RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 
It is a well known fact that ear.y in the 
history of Sacramento city the river that 
flows past the city was a deep, navigable 
stream, and that ocean vessels of great size 
and draught frequently came up to the 
wharves. It is also well known that dur­ 
ing the las! fifteen or twenty vears the 
depth of the river has been 'gradually 
lessened by reason of mining debris being 
dumped into it, aud because of the neglect 
of the general government to properly care 
for the channel, until now only vessels of 
very light draught can navigate the stream 
Early in January last the Board oi Trade 
resoived to call a convention of all coun­ 
ties bordering on the Sacramento or San 
Joaquin rivers, to be held in Sacramento 
city, and according1!- sent out invitations 
requesting delegares irom each county to 
meet in Sacramento, January 17:h. The 
Convention was very largely attended It 
was called to order by the President of the 
Board of Trade, who stated the object of 
the meeting. It is unnecessary to state 
here in detail the work of the Convention; 
suffice it to say that it was au earnest, har­ 
monious and active body of men. Reso­ 
lutions were formulated and sent to Con­ 
gress. An Executive, or permanent com­ 
mittee was appointed, which is still in 
force and doing active work. A delegation 
was sent to Washington and presented the 
claims of California in behalf of the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento rivers, and a de­ 
mand was made by the Convention for an 
appropriation of $3,000,000, and Congress 
was asked to appropriate that amount. 
Evervbody familiar with the subject knows 
that this ¿mount, or more, ought to be ex­ 
pended by the general government for the 
improvement of these, the two most im­ 
portant rivers west of the Mississippi, bat 
it was found that Congress was not in the 
habit of expending so much money off­ 
handed, and without due and careful in-

H earing of the Case of M cKay and O thers 
Against the Publishers of the 
“Evening Bee.” 


The case of G. W. McKay and others 
against McCiatchy & Co., for alleged con­ 
tempt of Court, in publishing affidavits in­ 
tended to prejudice the injunction case re­ 
cently heard before Judge Armstrong, 
cirne up in the latter's Court yesterday 
morning. 
Judge Armstrong was not 
present, he considering himself disqualified 
from sitting in the case, hence the Court 
was presided over by Judge A. J. Buckles 
of Solano.- Grove L. Johnson and Judge 
James Maguire appeared for the complain­ 
ants and Judge S. C. Denson and A. C. 
Hinkson for the respondents. 
Mr. Johnson addressed the Court in sup­ 
port of the applicants' motion that the Bee 
proprietors be declared in contempt of 
Court in publishing certain affidavits dur­ 
ing the time of the trial of their in­ 
junction suit against the complain­ 
ants in this case. 
He called atten­ 
tion of the Court to the fact that the 
respondents admitted that they published 
the affidavits for the purpose of influencing 
the public. It was not a question as to 
whether or not the publication of the 
affidavits had actually influenced the 
Court. 
The fact that the affidavits 
could and might have done so was 
sufficient to substantiate the compliant. 
Judge Armstrong is one member of the 
Sacramento public, and, therefore, is in­ 
cluded iu the respondents’ statements that 
their interest was to influence the public— 
in short, it was their intention to influence, 
intimidate aud corrupt the Court, accord­ 
ing to the scope of their own admis-ions. 
They knew that the case on trial at that 
time was being heard solely on their own 
complaint, without testimony on the part 
’ the defendants in that case, and knew 
o fthat the publications referred to would have 
the direct effect of influencing the Court. 
Mr. Johnson then quoted from Section 
1209 of the Code of Civil Procedure to 
show what constituted contempt of Court. 
The Supreme Court had heid that the 
mere sending of a letter to a member of 
the Grand Jury was contempt ot Court, and 
if this be so the publication of affidavits or 
other matter—whiie a case was pending— 
calculated to inllueuce the Court, must cer­ 
tainly be contempt of a more aggravated 
character. 
In the original injunction case the pro­ 
ceedings were simply on demurrer. The 
defendants demurred on the ground that 
the plain'iffs had no testimony with which 
to substantiate the allegations in their com­ 
plaint, and sought to correct the defects 
in that complaint by securing and publish­ 
ing these affidavits. 
Judge Buckles—“Had these published 
affidavits been filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court?” 
Mr. Johnson—“No, sir; they were never 
filed, but were kept locked in the safe of 
their counsel.” 
Counsel then called attention to the 
fiaming headlines employed to attract at­ 
tention to the affidavits, and which he 
claimed were intended to mislead many 
persons, who would not read all the con­ 
tents of the several columns of affidavits. 
He quoted from an editorial statement in 
the Bee, referring to the affidavits, to show 
that the intention bad been to influence 
the Court. The plaintiffs in that casekuew 
that it was to be decided on the complaint, 
and published the affidavits in order to 
give strength to that complaint. It would 
be contempt of Court for an individual to 
warn a Judge that, if he did not decide a 
case in a certain way, dire and terrible re­ 
sults would follow to the community. And 
if th»t would be contempt, certainly it 
was contempt to do the same thing through 
the columns of a newspaper, and intended 
for the Judge’s eye. 
Mr. Johnson spoke at great length in his 
argument, holding that newspaper men 
were amenable to the same laws that con­ 
trolled the acts of other citizens. He 
closed his argument at 12 o’clock. 
At the afternoon session, Mr. Johnson 
submitted a number of authorities, which 
he asked the Court to examine. 


growing very rapidly. Severai improvements 
nave been made on the business streets, the 
principal one being the erection and comple­ 
tion ot the elegant California State Bank build­ 
ing on Fourth and J streets, and which is a 
modern structure, and not surpassed in boautv 
by any building on the coast. It is built of red 
sandstone from one of the quarries not far front 
Sácramento city, and indicates that the most 
desirable building stone is easily accessible. 
Several important building improvements 
are contemplated, among which m»v be men­ 
tioned the tVeiustock A Lubin building, upon 
which work wiil commence immediatelv, and 
the building, which will cost $150.00), will be 
an ornament to the city. 
BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 
Sacramento boasts of three or four building 
and loan associations which have, in mv opin­ 
ion, done more for the city in the way of ena­ 
bling peorle in moderate circumstances to erect 
their own dwellings than any other agency. 
These associations, I believe, areali-ou a suc­ 
cessful basis, and are well worthy of support. 
It would be very interesting if we couid be fur­ 
nished with statistics irom ;hese organizations 
showing the number of dwellings that have 
been built by them during the last five years. 
SACRAMENTO IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 
Tnis is an organization composed largely of 
the members of toe Board of Trade that has 
done much good. Mr. C. A. Luhrs is President 
and is an euthutiastic worker in the cause of 
geueial improvement in the city. 
GENERAL CITY IMPROVEMENT 
It may not be considered out of place to refer 
here to the general progress that has been made 
iu Sacramento city during the past year. It is 
certainly very gratifying to the business com­ 
munity to note anything in the line of progress 
and improvement. Early iu the year there was 
organized what is known as the Sacramento 
Street Improvement Company. It was the re­ 
sult of a meeting called by the Sacramento Im­ 
provement Association. Nearly all of the mem­ 
bers of the Board of Trade, besides many other 
citizens, took stock in the incorporation, the ob­ 
ject of the company being to reduce the expense 
of street improvement to the lowest possible 
amount, in order that the streets might be more 
generally raised aud graded. Later on. at 
special election, it was decided that the city 
should issue bonds to the amount of $100,009 for 
the purpose of aiding in the work by paying 
one-lourtnof the cost at the expense of the city. 
The result has been far beyond the expectations 
of the most sanguiue, and I think it is safe to 
say that more work has been done during the 
p ¿ t six months than was accomplished in any 
ten years before. About fifteen miles of streets 
have been graded since June last. As a resu t, 
Sacramento has a great mauy very good streets, 
and it is now pos.-ibta during the wet season to 
reach the eitv from any direction on goes! solid 
roadw*j>. which was not possible before. The 
Improvement Association is certain y to be con­ 
gratulated upon the success oi its enterprise 
Great improvements are also beiug made in our 
sidewalks, the patent siodc pavement having 
been substituted for the old wooden sidewalks 
on a great many blocks during the last year; 
and it now beiug compulsory to baiid stone 
sidewalks whenever the woolen ones get out oi 
repair, i: is only a question of a very shor: time 
when all sidewalss in the city will be of this 
material The old awnings aiso are being rapidly 
torn down, aud our principal streets are assum­ 
ing a greatly improved appearance in conse 
quence. 
During the year the city has been thoroughly 
supplied with electric lights at each alternate 
street intersection, so that at the present time 
Sacramento is probably the best lighted cily on 
the coast. This must be regarded as an" im­ 
portant improvement. 
FEITT TRADE OF SACRAMENTO. AND GENERAL 
VOLVMNE OF BUSINESS. 
The total tonnage of green deciduous fruits 
shipped frOm Galiforuia in 1SSS was 3-3,260,W0; 
in 13 -9 it was «,613,830 pounds; in 189) it was 
66,251,410 pounds. These figures include the en­ 
tire shipmentsof green fruit, otherthanoranges, 
made from California to through Eastern points 
in the years named. The following table shows 
the total tonnage of deciduous green fruits 
shipped from the points named commencing 
January, ISM. and ending November i, 18M, 
and by these figures will be seen the compara­ 
tive position of Sacramento as a fruit ahipplng

published, aud was it not intended that 
he should see and read the new facta not 
contained in the complaint? Why were 
the affidavits published during the inter­ 
val between the submission of the crss 
and the judgment of the Court? 
Mr. Maguire proceeded at length to 
criticize the conduct of the respondents, 
citing authorities from time to time in sup­ 
port of the claim that the act complained 
of constituted contempt of Court. One de­ 
cision was quoted in a case in which it was 
held that a publication that might have 
influenced a Court—whether it did or not 
—was iu contempt. 
Referring to the allegation of the plaint­ 
iffs in the original suit that the acts of the 
boycotters were conducive to the destruc­ 
tion of trade, Mr. Maguire held that the 
business of a community could not be les­ 
sened by transferring trade from one firm 
to another. The boycott, he said, was as 
old as civilization itseif; it was brought to 
America on the Mayflower and at once 
naturalized and put into practice in the 
case of Roger Williams. There were no 
rights guaranteed to journalists that they 
did not possess as citizens—there was no 
higher iaw for a journalist than for any 
other citizen. If a citizen could not indi­ 
vidually bring the affidavits to Judge Arm­ 
strong’s attention, he could not legally do 
so through a newspaper. 
Mr. Maguire spoke for one hour and a 
half, and the case was then submitted to 
the Court and taken under advisement. 


ARGUMENT OF JUDGE DENSOS. 
Judge Denson, of counsel for the re" 
SD ondents (McCiatchy & Co.), then began 
his argument in reply to the complaint. 
He argued that the publications in the Bee 
of the affidavits referred to were perfectly 
harmless, aud could in no way prejudice 
the Court in its judgment. Newspapers 
had a perfect right to publish the news of 
the day, for the information of the public, 
and there was nothing in the act of the 
respondents that cjuld possibly work any 
injury to the plaintiffs in this case. Judges 
ot Courts are not governed in their action 
by the accounts of legal proceedings pub­ 
lished in the newspapers. It was the duty 
of the press to keep the public informed as 
to such proceedings, and it was done daily. 
He denied that the respondents were in 
any way interested in the delivery of the 
paper containing such affidavits to the 
Judge, or even knew of a paper being left 
regularly at his residence until after they 
had been cited for contempt; that the city 
routes of the Bee are owned by persons 
over whom these plaintiffs have no control 
as to where they shall or shall not deliver 
papers, and they were in no way respon­ 
sible for any special or regular delivery by 
such agents. 
Counsel read the affidavits and comments 
thereon published in the Bee during the 
hearing of the injunction suit, and claimed 
that they contained no expression that was 
not strictly within the publishers' privilege 
to make public. The affidavits were pub­ 
lished in order that the public might know 
that the acts complained of on the part of 
the boycotters had been committed, and 
the publishers had a right to publish them. 
If the same statements had been made edi­ 
torially, it would have been perfectly 
proper; and if proper in that case, it was 
equally so to publish the same statements 
in the shape of sworn affidavits. 
Counsel further argued that it would be 
perfectly proper for any newspaper to pub­ 
lish the testimony given in a murder ex­ 
amination cisc, and to give its conclusions 
as to the probable innocence or guilt of the 
accused. He claimed that the respondents, 
as parties directly interested in the case, 
were perfectly justified in making their 
own statement of the facts to the same 
public to which their adversaries had ap­ 
pealed in the effort to destroy the former's 
business. They had the right to do this in 
order to protect their business and their 
property—to secure, if possible, a suspen­ 
sion of public opinion against them until 
the final issue of the case then before the 
Court. 
Counsel combatted the idea that mere 
denunciation in a newspaper would have 
the effect of influencing the1* mind of 
a Judge of a Court, even when applied to 
matters pending before him. It was, he 
held, an unjnstifiable reflection upon the 
integrity of the Court. 
MB. HINKSON'S ARGUMENT. 
Mr. Hinkson followed Jndge Denson in 
the same line of argument. He read from 
copies of the Trades Union to illustrate 
what counsel regarded ss real contempt of 
Court, in contradistinction to the character 
of the affidavits published in the 'Bee, and 
on which the present proceedings were 
based. If the respondents had desired to 
influence the Court through the medium of 
these affidavits, they could have had them 
read in Court, instead of taking the chances 
of the Judge readiDg them in a newspaper. 
ju d g e m a g u ir e 's c lo s in g a r g u m e n t. 
At 3o clKk Judge Maguire commenced 
the concluding argument. After giving a 
summarized history of the proceedings 
leading up to the matter before the Court, 
he said the only issue was one of law— 
whether, in view of the facts, the respond­ 
ents were guilty of contempt It had been 
argued that only questions of law. and not 
of fact, were involved in the original in 
junc ion suit, but such was not the case. 
Again, he wished to call the Court’s atten­ 
tion to the fact that, on the original hear 
ing, it was sought by the plaintiffs in that 
case to introduce the affidavits in Court, bat 
that the motion was denied. If the affi­ 
davits did not contain matter and alleged 
facts that were not contained ia the com­ 
plaint, why were they published? The 
complaint had already beeu published, and 
why did the plaintiffs go to the expense of 
publishing nine columns of affidavits that 
contained nothing outside of what the 
complaint showed’ It was plain that the 
affidavits were printed not for the pur 
pose of informing the public, but to preju 
dice the minds of the public in general, and. 
Judge Armstrong in particular, in the" 
plaintiffs’ favor. 
*• 
Counsel argued that the parties against 
whom an ipjunction had been asked had a 
perfect right to say to busineaa men with 
whom they dealt that if the latter patron­ 
ized the Bee they would take their trade, 


The O ther Case. 
Judge Armstrong was then called to the 
bench, and the case of McCiatchy & Co. vs. 
G. W. McKay and others, tor alleged con­ 
tempt of Court, in disobeying the restrain­ 
ing order heretofore issued, was taken up. 
Judge Buckles sat in company with Judge 
Armstrong. 
It was very late in the afternoon when 
Grove L. Johnson commenced to read the 
affidavits of the defendants in answer to 
the complaint. 
VISIBLE MEANS OF SUPPORT. 
A Police Court Jury Says T hat Fanny 
Evans is Not a V agrant. 
Fanny Evans, a lower L-street woman, 
charged with being a vagrant, was acquitted 
in the Police Court yesterday. The case 
was tried by a jury, aud attorney C. N. 
Post represented the defendant. After a 
number of peremptory challenges had been 
made by both sides, the following twelve 
citizens were chosen to serve as jurors: 
Henry Rubenstein. I. Zemansky, George 
Parker, Frank Wickwire, H. F. Dillman, 
Perry Curtis, D. McDougall, Tony Silveria, 
J. W. Barrett, Thomas Fox, Wm. Hanlon 
and A. Eppelein. 
City Attorney Hart did not think the 
jury was as strong a one as the prosecution 
might have selected, but he had exhausted 
his challenges and had to be satisfied. 
Attorney Post excused all of the elderly 
gentlemen that came in his way, and 
questioned the jurors but very little. 
Officer Stafford testified that the defend­ 
ant was by reputation a common woman, 
and that she lived in a house of ill-farue 
on L street, between Third and Fourth. 
On cross examination the witness was 
askel why he had not arrested others en­ 
gaged in the same lice of business, and the 
reply was that they were not so bold in 
their actions as the defendant. 
Officers Wagner, McLaughlin and Sim­ 
mons gave similar testimony and the pros­ 
ecution closed. 
Attorney Post stated that he had no de­ 
fense to make, and did not think it neces­ 
sary.After brief arguments by counsel, the 
case went to the jury, and in half an hour 
they brought in a verdict of “not guilty.”

The Sacramento Improvement Company should 
be fostered and encouraged, as far as possible, 
by our efforts I would suggest that a commit­ 
tee should be appointed to Took into the matter 
of oar city debt, with a view to determining 
whether the bonded debt commission should 
be continued and the debt cancelled in the 
regular course, or whether an effort should be 
m -de to refund and take up the bonds out­ 
standing. Personal inspection eads me to say 
that the debt is now in a very saiislactory con­ 
dition, and that within five or six years, under 
the present sys'em, as managed by the Bond 
Commission, little will be left of what has 
heretofore been a bugbear. 
Another suggestion 1 have to make is that a 
committee should be appointed to look carefully 
into the manuer in which the city government 
is conducted, witn avien' especially to deter­ 
mine whether it is not possible that our affairs 
cau be managed more economically, aud taxes 
reduced. In this connection, it would be 
necessary to consider whether the assessment 
list might not properly be largely increased, 
and the rate oí taxation reduced. So far as 
possible, w e should hold outseives in a position 
to encourage the location iu Sacramento of 
manufacturing establishments. During the 
year a brewery has been built and equipped on 
a magnificent scale, employing large numbers 
of men, and is now in successtui operation; an 
establishment has also been erected and put 
into operation for the manufacture of artificial 
ice, which is turning out rnauy tons every day 
of the product. 1 hey indicate that Sacramento 
is a good location for these euteiprises, and 
others should be encouraged to come here. 
The Boaid of Trade cau at least point out the 
advantages to capitalists at a distance, as well 
as those among us, aud I think the board 
should adopt some systematic method of adver­ 
tising throughout the United Sta es the pecu i&r 
facilities which we enjoy. So far as possible, 
our bu-iness men shuu.d encourage the work 
of improving the s'reets a'.d sidewalks and re­ 
moving aw nings and erecting new buildings 
These enterprises are progressing rapidly and 
must not be allowed to stop. Our levees are in 
splendid condition. The city is absolutely safe 
from inun at ion. The o- ly serious obstacle 
that presents itself D the dl posal of the sewege 
of the city, and I think tte Board should look 
very carefully into the condition of our drain­ 
age system. I am very strongly of the opinion 
that this could be settled in a satisfactory aud 
very inexpensive way by simply draining to a 
convenient place in the southwestern portion 
of the city aud then pumpiug into the river, 
the sewage having first been allowed to settle 
in two large cislerus. I recommend this idea, 
which has been suggested by prominent engi­ 
neers, to the very careful consideration of oar 
busine s men iu this board. 
Looking at things as we find them, our busi­ 
ness community has reason to congratulate it­ 
self. In the past we have been successful, the 
present is prosperous and the future is 
full of promise. Feeling satisfied with our con­ 
dition to-day, and benefiting by the experience 
of the past, may we not reasonably hope for a 
wondcriul develop meet in the immediate 
future? 
As may be seen by whet we have said, our 
location can not be excelled; the country around 
us is rich and productive; ou- products are 
varied, and are such as find ready maiket 
throughout the United States Cur country is 
filling up rapidly; railroad facilhies are im­ 
proving; transportation is being cheapened; 
new country is being rapidly developed, aud 
everything seems to encourage us aud call for 
increased activity. 
Secretary Johnson's R eport, 
■ 
Albert M Jounson, Secretary and Attor­ 
ney for the Board, alsj submitted his an­ 
nual report at yes erday’s meeting. Like 
the President’s report it is a valuable and 
interesting document. It was as fallows; 
To the President and Members of the Sacramento 
Board of Trade—GESfLESEN: In accordance 
with custom, your Secretary aud attorney sub­ 
mits here with his annual report oi the proceed­ 
ings in his departments covering the period of 
one year from December, 1889. 
This report embraces ten mouths duri'g which 
my ptedecessor, G. G Pickett, served as Secre­ 
tary and attorney, as well as the last two months 
when the position lias been fil ed bv the under­ 
signed. 
The financial condition of the Board being 
iuliy stated in the reports of the Treasurer and 
Auditor, it ia not necessary for me to go into 
that matter. 1 he oniy moneys received by the 
Secretary during the year have been for 
monthly dues oi members, aggregating ¿677 
while the disbursements as shown by the books 
of the Secretary correspond in amount with 
those stated in the renoits of the Treasurer aud 
Auditor. 
DuriDgtlie year last past, as near as can be 
ascertained, notice has been given this office of 
about oOO fsi.ures uuder which term are em­ 
braced aii c tses of attachment, assignment, etc. 
This is much less than the average. Our people 
have been interested iu ninety-six of them 
hhe-e have very lew of more than local im- 
S 
orlanee. those lew being: J. T. Wight A Co of 
irkwood, still pending: Brock & Taber of Oro- 
ville, which is the principal one, and not yet 
settled; C. H. Butterfield A Co of Linco.n 
matter still pending, and the Newcastle Fruit 
Company of Newcastle, settled within the last 
two weeks at 40 ctnts on the doilar. 
As a general rule, the settlements during the 
year have been decidcdlv favorable to the 
creditors. Extensive failures have not resulted 
to frequently as in former yesrs. 
The members of the Board will remember the 
enactment by the legislature of 16:9 of the new 
assignment law, so tailed, by the provisions of 
which a 1 assignments tor the benefit of credit­ 
ors. which beiore that time could be made to 
any person, were required theuceforth tobe 
executed unto the Sheriff temporarily and then 
to whomsoever thecreditors, at a meeting held 
for tue purpose, should choose as the assignee 
or trustee. The object of this law was to pre­ 
vent, if possible, the transfer of their property 
by failing debtors :o friends and relatives, who 
thereby secured, in effect, a preference which 
otherwise they could not have obtained. So 
far as this office ia concerned there has not been 
much opportunity afforded lor an investigation 
of the workings of the new law. because assign­ 
ments under it have been decidedly few; in fact 
this office has not had one case under its man­ 
agement or brought to its notice during the year 
just closing. The cause of this is attributed, 
however, to the enactment of the new law, 
which has had the effe.it, at least throughout 
the interior, of doing away almost entirely with 
a signmeuts for the benefit of creditors as they 
were ki.own under the code before the passage 
of the new statute. All such trausiers are now 
made 
to one creditor, 
generally 
tlie 
one having the largest ciaim. in trust 
for the beuefif oi all, and in no case, so far as 
this office knows, has any c-editor refused his 
assent to a transfer of this kind. The estate of 
a debtor is settled more expeditiously and with 
much less expense than u-der the former sys­ 
tem. It is understood that a strong effort will 
be made at the approaching s< ssion of the Leg­ 
islature to secure the repeal of the new law aud 
the enactment of the old. In this county, 
so far as we are aware, there have been but two 
cases of the kiud, the first being the assignment 
of John Brewster A Co., of Galt, and the other 
that of John J. Trarbach, both of which oc­ 
curred in the year 1889. 
The law department of the Board has seen 
fewer actions commenced than during any 
previous year of the Board's history—doubtless 
an indication of the prosperity that has atten 
ded the meicanlile community. 
As the members of the Board are aware, Mr. 
G. G Pickett, who for nearly two years and a 
half ably represented you as your Secretary and 
attorney, and enjoyed during that time the con­ 
fidence of the members, resigned on the 7th oi 
October last and removed fr m the city. 
The Board of Directors have had under con­ 
sideration during the year many matters of 
geueral as well as local interest, but as the 
same are outlined in the records of the Board, 
aud as they properly afford subjects lor discus­ 
sion and advice b> your President, the Secre­ 
tary need not particularly refer to them. 
No disputes or controversies of any kind have 
arisen iu the year among members, and the 
services of the Arbitration Committee have not 
at any time been called into requisition. 
The Secretary has not been directed to pre­ 
pare specially fur consideration at this time 
anything pertaining .o the interest oi the Board. 
i he subject of incorporation has been fully 
explained lo you by ynux President; the records 
of the Board show that articles of incorporation 
were duly filed, but further thau tnat nothing 
appears to have been done towards the perfect­ 
ing oi :be Corporate organization suggested at 
your last annual meeting. 
1 cannot conclude this report without expres­ 
sing to one aud all my appreciation of the 
honor conferred upon m ein choosing me for 
the second time as your Secretary and attorney. 
I am deeply sensible oi the obligation under 
which I have been placed by those anreng you 
who solicited my appointmeut. as well as those 
who officially bestowed It upon me 
I am 
pleased thus again to be associated with gentle­ 
men trom whom in times past I have derived so 
much valuable aid, and beg to assure the mem­ 
bers, one and all, that in every matter apper­ 
taining to their welfare aud that ot the Board, 
I will be lound acting in such a mauner as best 
to conserve the interests of all. 
All of which is respectlully submitted this 
luth day oi December, 189).
